W hat can he more evident to all tie world than the Truth of c!:is 
Afrtion in the many Contrivances & Dceligns againſt K. Famer, 
both before and after his coming to the Crown of Eng/ara? 

Shou'd I particularly acquaint you with all the t1ilegil, baſe 
Methods which the Enemies of that CrownedHead took,to hinder 
his ſucceeding in the Throne of Eng/and,my diſcourſe wowd ſoon 
ſwell beyond the ordinary limits of a Sermon. Therefore ( con- 
ſidering eſpecially that moſt of this Honourable Auditory are no 
ftrangers to the tranſaCtions of our own Kingdames ) I ſhall bz 
content to take notice but of onc HiſtoricalPaſlage in relation t5 
K, Fames, which may be ſufficient to demoatrate how vataly the 
Sons of Men contriv*d &endeavour'd to turn hisGlory intoShame. 

This day will tell you that I mean the Gun:-Powper-Treaſon : 
A Wickedneſs ſo deteftable to all thathave not caſt of Humanity, 
and ſo great in it ſelfe, that it neither needs, nor will ealily allow 
of any Aggravation. But the more Univerſal and Cruel It was in 
the Intention of our Enemies, the more gratefully ſhou'd we 53c- 
knowledge the merciful Providence of Almighty God 1a deliver- 
ing from it ( as on this day ) K. Feames, with the three Eſtates 
of the Realm of Eng/ard, aſſembled in Parliament ; to the Glory 
of his Name and the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion in 
theſe Kingdoms.

Curſes of Four Holy Fathers ( Paul the IV. Pi:s the V. Gregory

delight and care of Heaven ) thought ic the moſt politick way, 
to provide timely againſt any other Heretick?s ſucceeding in the
